Under an arrangement completed 
last night, both banks today oper- 
ated as one. The First National 
has guaranteed to pay in full all 
depositors of the Atlantic in both 
commercial and savings depart- 
ments. ® 

The First National’s cash is ap- 
proximately twice the deposit lia- 
bilities of the Atlantic, and its re- 
sources more than triple those of 
the smaller bank. The First Na- 
tional lists its cash at $122,000,000 
and total deposits of the Atlantic 
National were listed at $65,000,000. 
The First Nationa! Bank also has 
between $90,000,000 and $100,000,- 
000 in Government bonds. 

Officers of both institutions said 
that acquisition of the Atlantic 
was made with that bank in a 
strictly solvent condition. First 
Netional officers said the. absorp- 
tion was in line with the general 
banking movement throughout the 
country, where the assets of small- 
er banks are being protected by 
stronger ones.

VOTE ON MONDAY

Agreement Expires. 


- The Street Car Men's Union, 
which has ordered a secret ballot 
next Monday on a proposal to strike 
in resistance to a 10 per cent wage 
cut, today made public a detailed 
statement setting forth its position 
in the wage controversy with the 


Public Service Co. 

The 3100 union platform and 
maintenance employes will cast 
their votes at Unity Hall, Grand 
and Page boulevards. If a strike is 


voted, as union leaders expect it 
will be, work will stop probably at 
midnight May 20, the date of ex- 
piration of the working agreement 
with the compan 

The union's detailed statement, 
which will be read to the mem- 
bers at next Monday’s meeting was 
given out by the president, Harry 
M. Nelson. It follows: 

“On April 19, 1932, the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. notified our or- 
ganization by letter that it elected 
to terminate the agreement be- 
tween the company and the union 
on May 20, 1932. In that letter, 
the company states that it intends 
to reduce the present rates of pay 
by 10 per cent and that if seeks to 
change those working conditions 
which relate to socalled ‘non-pro- 
ductive time.’ 

Says Clarke Broke Promise. 

“Up to the time that this letter 
was receited, Mr. Robert Arm- 
strong, the International vice pres- 
ident of our association, and the of- 
ficers of Division 788 had been con- 
ferring with Mr. Stanley Clarke, 
prosident of the St: Louis Public 
Service Co., and others of its of- 
ficials, for the purpose of working 
out an agreement acceptable’ to 
both sides for the year ending May 
‘20, 1933. 

“During these negotiations, Mr. 
Stanley Clarke, as President of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., as- 
sured us that no reduction in wages 
for the ensuing year was contem- 
plated by the company. Discussions 
were, therefore, all directed to the 
end of obtaining certain eécono- 
mies of operation by agreement, 
without in any way touching the 
basic wage scale. The company’s 
letter of April 19, with its notice of 
termination of agreement, is direct- 
ly contrary, therefore, to the earlier 
explicit assurance that there would 
be no change in the basic wage 
scale. 
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“On April 22, the union’s reply 
to the company rejected the sug- 
gestion of a 10 per cent cut in 
wages. The union offered to meet 
with the company in further con- 
ference for the purpose of amica- 
bly adjusting the controversy. To 
this suggestion, Mr. Stanley Clarke, 
as president of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co., replied on April 23 
by stating, in substance, that the 
company refused to withdraw its 
notificdtion of termination of the 
existing agreement and that the 
company believed that further dis- 
cussion of the matter would not 
help the situation. 
Disputes Deficit Estimate. 

“Mr. Clarke attempts to justify 
his present move for another wage 
reduction by advancing the claim 
that the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. faces a deficit of $1,650,000 in 
1932. This figure is so much in er- 
ror that it is difficult to conceive 
that Mr. Clarke did not realize it 
at the time he made it. Mr. Clarke 
states tnat he anticipates a reduc- 
tion of $2,500,000 in revenue in 
1932. As against this reduction in 
revenue, he expects a reduction of 
only about 4% per cent in car 
mileage. This, he estimates, would 
amount to a reduction of about 
$250,000 in operating expenses as 
compared to 1931. In addition, he 
figures that the total wage bill in 
1932 will be less by $600,000 than 
in 1931. By this method of un- 
derestimating revenue and overesti- 
mating expenses, he arrives at the 
conclusion that the company will 
face a shortage in 1932 amounting 
to $1,650,000. This estimate is a 
grotesque exaggeration of what the 
company is facing during the rest 
of 1932. 

As the Union Figures It. 

“What are the real facts in the 
situation? If Mr. Clark had based 
his estimate on the first three 
months of 1932, he would have 
found that the revenue to be ex- 
pécted for the entire year is some- 
what greater than he assumes and 
that the expenses of operation will 
be decidedly less than he thinks 
they will be. For the first three 
months in 1932, the total revenue 
of the system was $591,000 less 
than the first three months of 1931. 
Therefore, assuming that . traffic 
will continue to decline, revenue in 
193° will be lower than the revenue 
in 1931 by about $2,350,000. On the 
other hand, ~total operating ex- 
penses, including taxes, declined 
from $3,415,900 for the first three 
months in 1931 to $2,889,000 dur-

Revised Estimates. ; 
“This way of looking at the mat- 
ter shows that the falling off in 
revenue during 1932 compared to 
1931 will be greater than the de- 
crease in expenses, but it throws no 
light on the more important ques- 
tion whether, notwithstanding that 
fact, there will not still be more 
ithan enough revenue to meet ex- 
penses. What is the answer to this 
question? .During 1932, based on 
the first three months, the revenue 
may be estimated to be about $14,- 
000,000. Operating expenses,  in- 
cluding taxes, again based on the 
first three months, without any 
further change in wage rates or 
working conditions, will amount to 
a total of $11,500,000. This means 
that, after paying all operating ex- 
penses and taxes, there will still be 
left about $2,500,000. This is about 
$800,000 more than the sum need- 
ed to meet all tnterest payments on 
the outstanding bonds and notes of 
the comparty. This. balance of 
$800,000 would go into the reserve 
for depreciation and is exactly the 
amount which the company is per- 
mitted to place in that reserve by 
the Missouri Pub#Hc Service Com- 
mission. 

Expects Company to Break Even. 
“Mr. Clarke, as president of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., pre- 
sumably nkew these facts as well 
as anybody. We cannot believe 
that he sincerely thought that the 
compauy actually was facing the 
likelihood of a deficit amounting 
to $1,650,000, when an actual anal- 
ysis, based on the first three 
months of this year, shows that, 
without any further change in pres- 
ent wage rates and working condi- 
tions, the company is likely to come 
out even, meet aJl its interest re- 
quirements, pay all its taxes, and 
still have a sum of about $800,000 
to be added to its reserves for de- 
preciation. 

“Only six months ago, the mem- 
bers of our unin were the victims 
of a gross miscarriage of justice 
when a 10 per cent reduction in 
wages was inflicted upon us by the 
arbitration award of Oct. 16, 1931. 
Not satisfied with the conditions 
imposed upon us by that award, 
the company, within a period of six 
months, is seeking to take advan- 
tage of present economic conditions 


’by further beating down our wages 


and our earnings. There is appar- 
ently no end tt this sort of thing, 
as far as the company is con- 
cerned. Its appetite for wage cuts 
is insatiable. 
“Our suggestion for further ne- 
gotiations has been rejected. We 
regard the company’s attack upon 
our wages and earnings as of vital 
concern not only to .ourselves and 
members of our union, but all oth. 
er workers in the city of St. Louis. 
It cannot help but aggravate the 
already terrible economic condi- 
tions from which we are all suf- 
ferings. 

A Serious Step. 
“We fully realize the seriousness 
of the step we are taking; we do’ 
not underestimate in the least the 
responsibilities that we are assum- 
ing and the sacrifices we shall be 
called upon to make, but, in view 
of the notice on the part of the 
company to terminate our agree- 
ment on May 20, we are forced to 
ask the members of our organiza- 
tion to take a strike vote and 
thereby place in the hands of our 
officers the right to call a strike 
of the members our organiza- 
tion if they shoufd find that. step 
neccessary order to protect the 
interest and the very life of the un- 
ion. 
“The decision we are calléd upon 
to make is seriot&s, but the welfare 
of our organization leaves no other 
alternative than to make that deci- 
sion deliberately and couragéously.”

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Chair- 
man Sumners of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee today introduced 
a bill to authorize vhe President 
to grant reprieves and pardons for 
offenses committed by persons in 
all territories and possessions of 
the United States including the 
Philippine and Hawaiian Islands.

The House 
had twice approved amendments 
calling for a 11 per cent reduction 
of salaries after exempting $2500, 
but McDuffie insisted on a roll 
call. His proposal was defeated by 
a vote of 167 to 225. 

McDuffie then permitted Repre- 
sentative Ramseyer (Rep.), lowa, 
to offer a second motion to recom- 
mit. Ramseyer wanted the Econo- 
my Committee to bring back an 
amendment authorizing the Presi- 
dent’s payless furlough plan with 
an exemption of all employes re- 
ceiving less than $2000. A some- 
what similar proposal had previ- 
ously been rejected, and the Ram- 
seyer motion was defeated 146 to 
2650. Only a handful of Democrats 
voted for the plan. 

No estimates were given to what 
the McDuffie and Ramseyer pro- 
posals would have gaved the Gov- 
ernment next year.

Last of 2000 A pplicants 
Take Municipal Opera Tests 


350 Girls, One of Whom Drove 1000 Miles, to 
Get Chance, Try Out for 
Dancing Jobs. 


2000 men and girls 
have had their .chance for the 
Municipal Opera. Today a fortu- 
nate fraction of that number be- 
gan the arduous four weeks’ work 
to sift out and polish, for the open- 
ing of the season June 6 with “The 
New Moon,” an all-St. Louis chorus 
of the sort that has been a chief 
factor in making the opera fa- 
mous. 

Applications this year outnum- 
bered last year’s more than three 
to one. Last night 350 girls tried 
out at the Shubert-Rialto Theater 
for the 16 dancing jobs. Nearly 
1000 girls and more than 700 men 
had tried out as singers, and negar- 
ly 100 men returned last night in 
the hope that unusual dancing abil- 
ity would make up for voices only 
average. 

They came from as far away as 
Texas, in all sizes, ages and types, 
all varieties of personality and all 
degrees of talent, but alike in just 
one thing: Every one was pro- 
foundly determined to win a place 
in the chorus and $30 a week for 
the 12-week season. More than 
1900 were inevitably due for dis- 
appointment. Last year’s chorus 
included 16 dancers and 64 sing- 
ers—32 men and 382 girls. 

Determination Brings Reward. 

But determination meant a lot. 
There was Jimmie, dancing one 
night a week at a roadhouse, who 
couldn’t reach the required 5 feet 
11 inches for chorus men_ with 
stilts, but danced so -peppily that 
even blase executives applauded 
and put him down with the lucky 
few. And there was a man’s team, 
and a few others who knew they 
couldn’t sing but danced so well, 
that William Holbrook, the new 
ballet director, began to discuss 
with Casting Director E. R. Sim- 
mons the possibility of working in 
some specialties for them. 


More than 


* And there was little Doris Kane, 


who drove 1000 miles, accompa- 
nied by her mother, to get her 
chance for the St. Louis chorus. 
She led the ballet in the recently 
organized civic opera in San Arto- 
nio last summer, but she was afraid 
she could not attract sufficient 
attention, among 350 candidates, 
to get even a full tryout here. 
Each group entered dancing. in 


a long line. Doris had been told 
to stand aside with a group at one 
end of the stage, “and that’s the 
last chance I’ve had to dance,” 
she was almost wailing. But an 
hour later, when she was the only 
one picked out of an impromptu 
“pony” of about 20 girls, she was 
so excited her voice faltered in 
giving Assistant Music Director 
Maury Rubens her name. 
Girl on Verge of Tears. 

Determination was not every- 
thing, but where disappointment 
was inevitable, the opera executives 
were anything but hard-boiled. 
They waited to watch, encourag- 
ingly, dancers who, they ‘knew, be- 
cause of failure in some other re- 
quirement hadn't a chance. Once 
Eddie Scanlan, associate stage di- 
rector, took a girl in her teens 
over to Simmons beside the piano— 
where Rubens between times 
played folk songs’ with operatic 
finish—for an encouraging word. 

“She was about to cry,’ Scanlan 
explained after the girl departed 
“And she hAdn’t a chance 


smiling. 
to stand the grind—not 16 years 
old.”’ 

The 16 chances were narrowed 


down considerably when eight girls 
from last year’s chorus appeared 
in a miniature - ballet whose 
rhythm, style and pep had _ Hol- 
brook smiling in a moment and 
caused a bystander to comment, “If 
they were all twins, he’d be ready 
to open tonight.” 

“We're looking for a combination 
of three things,’’ Holbrook told a 
reporter who wondered by what 


esoteric criteria he: picked in a 


matter of seconds one or two of 
20 girls whose dancing, in the three 
steps, looked uniformly excellent to 
the outsider. 

“We look for the height and the 
angle in these front kicks. Time- 
steps show rhythm, and fan-kicks 
show style. The only giftls in this 
line even passable are the one on 
the end and that one in blue, 
see” The reporter hadn't, but 
he did when the expert pointed it 
out, and Holbrook added, “Out of 
the 50 or more picked tonight we’!! 
weed out more of them with more 
steps, and when the season opens 
we'll show you a chorus that can 
really dance.”

EMPORIA, Kan., May 4.—Com- 
paring the prohibition situation to 
the one that precipitated the Civil 
War, William Allen White, Kansas 
editor and a supporter of prohibi- 
tion, declared yesterday in favor 
of a referendum on the question. 

“I believe that the American 
Constitution should be amended 
to provide against such a crisis as 
this one, where the pent-up wrath 
of a minority menaces all our in- 
stitutions,” White,-a Republican. 
He asserted, “I will defend 
in the. referendum 
with all the vigor I can command.” 

“The prohibition situation is not 
unlike that which precipitated the 
Civil War,” he continued. 
“Anti-prohibition sentiment to- 
day prevails more generally in the 
East than in the West or South. 
New York and New England have 
been the home of the governing 
classes, the rich and powerful, who 
have dominated this country for 
three generations. 

“Seventy-five years ago the 
South was the home of a proud 
aristocracy which had furnished 
Presidents and ,dominated public 
opinion for three generations be- 
fore the Civil War. The South 
felt then that the North and West 
had wrested control from the South 
by what the South regarded as a 
fallacious moral issue and was 
robbing the South of its rights and 
its property. 

“The parallel between the South 
before the Civil War and New 
York and New England today is 
fairly exact.” 

White deplored that “in 20 years 
the whole stress of the movement 
to uphold the eighteenth amend- 
ment has rested upon force, not 
upon reason; upon law enforce- 
ment, not upon a reasonable ex- 
planation of the principle back of 
prohibition.”

ON JUVENILE CRIME 


Says Majority of Police Lock- 
ups in U. S. Are Pub- 
lic Nuisance. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 4.—Upon s0- 
ciety’s ability to surround children 
‘with healthy and harmless outlets 
for their natural spirits,” 

W. Wickersham said tonight de- 
pended the solution of the crime 
problem. 

Warning that “whatever the of- 


fenses of the individual toward so- 


ciety, the crimes of organized so- 
ciety toward the individual are in- 
finitely greater,” he urged society 
to “extend a willing and. helping 
hand to the boy or man seriously 
determined to come back.” 

Speaking before the Religious 
Education Association, Wickersham 
cited from the yarious reports of 
the President's commission on law 
observance and enforcement, of 
which he was chairman, to show 
that “the majority of:the 41,000 
police jails and lockups are literal. 
ly a public nuisance and are unfit 
for the purposes for which they are 
designed.”’ 


Lack of statistics, he said, made. 


it impossible to tell whether crime 
was increasing but he added that 
daily occurrences demonstrated 
“that some of the boldest and most 
brutal offenses are committed by 
very young men and women.” 

A large portion of these, he as- 
serted, were “not criminally mind- 
ed,.”’ but were the “products of cir- 
cumstance and environment.” 

“The release of prisoners on pro- 
bation, or on parole, where accom- 
panied by adequate and proper su- 
pervision,” he continued, “has been 
demonstrated to be far more ef- 
fective in checking criminal con- 
duct than any other method.” 

The ranks of criminals would be 
filled steadily with children, he 
said, as long as children were al- 
lowed to grow up in slums without 
playgrounds or boys’ clubs; as-long 
as “our jails remain what they 
are,” as long as delinquent boys 
and girls were brought in contact 
with seasoned offenders, and as 
long as release of children on pro- 
bation was “a pretense and fur- 
nishes no intelligent sympathetic 
guidance to a suseful career.” 


U. S$. ASKS FARMERS TO SIGN 
WAIVERS ON LOAN COLLATERAL 


Agriculture Department Seeks Au- 
thority to Sell Pledged Crops 
at Will.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Farm- 
ers who have pledged their crops 
as collateral for 1931 drouth and 
seed loans are being asked to sign 
waivers giving the Agriculture De- 
partment authority to sell those 
commodities at will. 

Chiefly concerned are eotton 
farmers who have given the de- 
partment warehouse receipts for 
365,155 bales of their last year’s 
harvest worth $10,954,650. These 
waivers are now coming in, mean- 
while, the department § disclaims 
any intentions of forced selling at 
a time when it would disrupt. the 
market. 7 

The cotton was accepted as col- 
lateral on the basis of eight cents 
a pound to encourage storage to 
prevent market gluts and lower 
prices and to enable farmers to 
buy the necessities they needed 
over the winter. 

If the department wanted to col- 
lect the loans, due last Nov. 30, it 
would have to institute foreclosure 
proceedings in each case. The pur- 
pose of the waiver is to obviate 
this necessity.

HAY AND 
BYRNES ADDRESS 
WOMEN'S MEETING 


Candidates for Democratic 
Senatorial Nomination 
Discuss Proposed Vote 

_on Prohibition. 


Three of the four candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for 


United States Senator addressed 
the Democratic Women’s Club at 
Jefferson Memorial last night, with 
prohibition as a principal topic. 
They.were James W. Byrnes and 
Bennett C. Clark, wets, and 
Charles M. Hay. dry. Charles M. 
Howell of Kansas City was absent. 

Clark criticised Hay’s recent an- 
nouncement of willingness to re- 
submit the liquor question to the 
people and Byrnes alluded to it. 
Hay defended it and counseled 
against letting prohibition obscure 
The three can- 
didates talked of the need for eco- 
nomic reforms. 

Speaking of sentiment for pro- 
hibition repeal, Byrnes_ said: 
“Seeing the rising tide, candidates, 
even since their first declarations, 
have changed their spots and said, 
‘If you ofly elect me you can do 
what you damned please about 
the eighteenth amendment.’ ” 

Byrnes advocated tariff reduc- 
tion and said his platform con- 
tained “a complete economic setup 
to relieve the country in the pres- 
ent emergency.” He proposed to 
reconstruct the nation’s economic 
fabric, starting with the basic in- 
dustry of agriculture. In connec- 
tion with this he would use reve- 
nue obtained through repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and modi- 
fication of the Volstead act. Byrnes 
criticised the Hoover administra- 
tion as incompetent and said: “We 
have disregarded human values and 
human rights. It’s the fight of 
Hamilton and Jefferson over 
again; the fight of the common 
man.” 

Clark took a fling at Hay as a 
candidate of prohibition interests, 
at Howell as a follower of Boss 
Tom Pendergast of Kansas City, 
and at Byrnes for drafting him- 
self as a candidate. 

Clark Criticises Hay. 


“Recently,” Clark said, ‘Mr. 
Hay, by permission of Mrs. Nelle 
Burger of the W. C. T. U. and 


Superintendent Tate of the Anti- 
Saloon League, made a speech in 
Washington sadly lacking in the 
frankness which has hitherto char- 
acter'zed his expressions on prohi- 
bition. It was a specious attempt to 
lead the proponents of prohibition 
reform to believe that he haa 
modified his position and is now 
willing to have the eighteenth 
amendment resubmitted to the peo- 
ple, without changing his antjent 
hidebound attitude one iota. He 
refrained from saying that he 
would vote to submit an amend- 
ment repealing the eighteenth. Mr. 
Hay hasn’t said anything yet that 
looks toward submission to the 
people of any reform of prohibi- 
tion.” 


Howell was wet in the city and | 


dry in the country, but silent on 
the direct question of his vote 
on prohibition repeal, Clark con- 
tinued. He said Howell also was 
speechless on taxation questions. 

Clark described himself as an 
old-line Democrat, represénting no 
special interests or bosses. 

By saying the audience was 
looking at the next Senator, Hay 
expressed belief that Howell wouid 
be defeated. Hay asserted his 
stand on prohibition resubmission 
had been made clear. He _ said 
Byrnes should be glad he was will- 
ing to have the question taken up. 
In answer to Clark, Hay related 
that he had told other dry leaders 
what he intended to say, rather 
than asking them what he could 
Sav. 

Prohibition had been maladmin- 
istered and that is why there was 
confusion and a demand for re- 
submission, Hay insisted. 

He advocated submission of a 
new amendment which would pre- 
vent “the return of the old saloon,” 
and favored an arrangement for 
the people to act on the question 
by direct elections, | 

Hay pltaded for Democratic uni- 
son in facing the problems of the 
machirfe age, of business mergers, 
of the farm and of taxation. Dur- 
ing the six-year term of the next 
Senator, he declared, the future of 
the political, social and economic 
order of the country may be de- 
termined. 

In reply to questions from the 
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ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH

FORGOTTEN LANGUAGES SUNG 
BY SEMINOLES FOR RECORDS 


Indians Use Tongue But Do Not 
Understand It; Refuse to 
Speak English. 

By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Songs 
in a forgotten language, used but 
not understood by the Seminole In- 
dians of the Florida Everglades, 
have been recorded on phonograph 
records for the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

The songs, which it is thought 
may date from-very ancient times, 
are used at the two great Seminole 
annual gatherings—the summer 
corn dance and the autumn cere- 
mony preceding.the hunting sea- 
son. They were assembled by Miss 
Frances Densmore, who has re- 
turned from four months. spent 
among the Seminoles. 

The Seminoles take pride in their 
pure blood and avoidance of con- 
tact with white persons, she said. 
In one group of 500 there are only 
17 mixed bloods. Moral standards 
are high and rigidly enforced. 

Mysterious “old men” who dwell 
far back in the swamps and sel- 
dom visit the white settlements are 
the rulers of the Seminoles. Seek-: 
ing to maintain the integrity of 
their tribes, the “old men” have 
ordered that their people must not 
learn Knglish—or at least not learn 
to spéak it. They wish to preserve 
the Seminoles as a distinct people. 
As a result, Miss Densmore found, 
the Seminoles will go to almost any 
extreme to dvoid uttering an En- 
glish word, even if they have a 
smattering of the language.’ A few 
men of the tribe are allowed _ to 


speak English to white persons to 


make necessary transactions. 

“It is as if the whole tribe had 
taken a vow of silence,” she said. 
“They will respond by gestures and 
understandable facial expressions 
but they wilF not be trapped into 
admitting knowiedge of the En- 
glish tongue. The only exception 
is when they sometimes name 
prices for articles they wish to 
sell,”’

“Profit Is Obvious.” 

The engineers estimate that a 
city-owned plant co deliver cur- 
rent to meters at a cost of 1.7 cents 
“As the present 
average price of current sold to 
consumers in St. Charles is more 
than 3 cents, the profit is obvious,” 
the report states.

PARKING LOT TAX, 
RELIEF MEASURE, 
IS RULED INVALID 


Circuit Judge Hall Declares 
It Amounts to Double 
Levy, and Is Confiscatory 


and Unreasonable. : 


The parking lot tax, enacted by 
the Board of Aldermen in Febru- 
ary as part of the city’s unemploy- 
ment relief program, was declared 
invalid today by Circuit Judge 
Robert W. Hall, who issued aitem- 
porary injunction against its en- 
forcement. Forty-five companies 
and individuals owning parking 
lots had united to resist the tax 
measure, 


Comptroller Nolte offered the 
parking lot tax as one of four 
measures. by which it was planned 
to raise $600,000 a year, to be paid 
out on condition that the same 
amount should be raised by private 
subscription. The Crisis Campaign 
succeeded in raising more than $1,- 
100,000 in private subscriptions, 
but the Aldermen killed two of the 
special tax bills, the amusement 
and soft drink parlor bills, and 
passed only the additiona! gasoline 
tax and the parking lot tax. The 
gasoline tax, which still stands, 1s 
expected to yield $360,000 dad year. 
The estimated yield of the parking 
lot tax was $40,000. 


The Board of Aldermen today 
passed a $200,000 appropriation 
for Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment, following a pre.- 
vious $100,000 appropriation, the 
money to come from the gasoline 
tax.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatct:: 
PROPOSE the creation of a depart- 
ment to administer an old age secur- 

ity fund. Turn the manufacture and dis- 

tribution of beverages over to that de- 
partment. Let it issue stamps marked 

“Old Age Pension Fund.” Anyone desir- 

ing to purchase beverages can do so only 

with these stamps. 

Complete control can be kept of sales 
and abuses. We wovld soon have the 
question of unemployment and poverty 
for the man and woman in advanced age 
settled. Much of our growing crime 
wave would disappear, for I feel that the 
fear of poverty in old age is responsible 
for much of our corruption and. social 
unrest. 


By demanding that the Government pay the 
soldiers’ bonus in full, even at the price of currency 
inflation, Representative Patman has projected an 
issue of commanding importance to the country, 
namely, Shall we have a repetition of the Civil War 
pension scandals on an immensely greater scale, or 
shall the whole business of veterans’ relief be placed 
permanently on a proper basis? The issue was unex: 
pectedly aggravated Monday by the action of the 
House of Representatives in passing a new pension 
bill, whose estimated five-year cost is $100,000,000. 
By it, the Government undertakes to support widows 
and orphans of World War veterans whose death had 
no connection with war service. 

After the Civil War, the Government first pursued 
the policy of pensioning only men disabled from war 
service, but pressure of the G. A. R. upon politicians 
caused the abandonment of this wise and just course. 
Between 1890 and 1907, the Government departed 
from it to pension any soldier suffering disabilities 
or lacking good health, whether from war service or 
not. In the latter year, the public crib was thrown 
open’ to all soldiers who served at least 90\days and 
received honorable discharges. Sixty-five years after 
the war, in 1930, the country was supporting 216,692 
pensioners (mostly Civil War widows), at a cost of 
$125,000,000 a year. The total Civil War pension 
bill amounts to some seven -billion dollars. Only be- 
cause the country’s greatest growth and expansion of 
wealth came in the post-Civil War period was it able 
to stand the drain. 

Following the Spahish-American War, a minor af- 
fair in which the American casualty list totaled only 
8322, an attempt’ was made to guard against the 
frauds and impositions that grew out of the Civil 
War. When the men were mustered out, they were 
given careful physical examinations and required to 
sign statements as to the state of their health. But, 
as the theory that the Government was liable only for 
war-incurred disabilities was abandoned for Civil War 
veterans, it was only a question of time that Spanish 
War soldiers should evade it. They have done so. 
In 1930, 217,730 of the latter were on the pension 
rolls, drawing down $83,750,721. 

If history repeats itself in the case of World War 
veterans, the country faces financial ruin. More than 
4,000,000 men‘served in the latter and, if the country 
is to assume the burden ofgpaying pensions to them 
and their dependents, it will go bankrupt. .Already 
more than a billion dollars ‘a year, or one-fourth of 
the entire national budget, is allotted -tor veterans’ 
relief, and the country is groaning under the burden. 
Passage of the Paiman bill and legislation sure to 
follow if it is successful may be expected to treble 
and quadruple veterans’ expenditures within 25 years. 
Before we are undone, let us take stock. If ever 
a government in the history of the world made gener- 
ous provision for its soldiers, the United States did 
so before and after the World War. As against the 
small pay given to soldiers of other nations, our men 
got a minimum of $30 a month. French soldiers 
received $1.45 a month, Italians, $1.75, Germans, $3, 
Belgians, $2, English, $11.40. Wives, children, parents 
and other dependents of American soldiers were given 
additional compensation during the war. If a private 
who was married, for example, allotted $15 of his 
pay to his wife, the Government matched it with 
another $15. In addition, life insurance at peace-time 
rates was offered to the men, all of them being en- 
couraged to take out $10,000 policies. The average 
rate was $8 a thousand. . 

Of course, for men who died or were disabled, the 
Government went further. It provided monthly al 
lowances for widows and children, and compensation 
for disabled men to make up for loss of earning 
power. Medical care and hospitalization were nat- 
urally included. A brand-new idea of rehabilitating

' Stop the Pension Raid? | 
cational training to re-educate men or to readjust 
them to changed conditions of living. They were

sent to school and furnished with equipment, mean- 
while receiving compensation, and then the Gov- 
ernment undertook to find jobs for them. Altogether, 
some $644,000,000 has been spent on vocational re- 
habilitation alone, 

There never has been a word of complaint about 
the care and support of men disabled.in war service. 
The first murmur arose in 1924, when lobbies of 
ex-veterans stormed Washington demanding adjusted 
compensation. That movement was a money grab, 
pure and simple. Pointing to large salaries and 
wages paid to civilians during war time, the veterans 
asked the Government to reimburse them in part for 
the difference between war and peace pay. The Dill 
was properly vetoed by President Coolidge, but Con- 
gress, stampeding before the threats of reprisals at 
the polls, repassed it. 

This was a significant departure from the careful- 
ly planned veteran policy. It meant that able-bodied 
men, who suffered no ill whatever from the patriotic 
duty of serving the country; most of them still 
young and at the height of their earning power, were 
engaged in a treasury raid. Whatever may be thought 
of the causes and origin of the war, trading on 
patriotic service for cash is a conception hateful to 
our traditions. ; 

In the meantime, laws governing compensation to 
the disabled have been progressively liberalized to 
include men whose disabilities developed after the 
war wand bear no connection whatever with war 
service. More than $70,000,000 has been paid to 353,- 
744 men whose disabilities are of this character. 
Moreover, veterans’ hospitals, whose construction, 
operation and maintenance have cost staggering 
sums, were opened to all veterans free of charge, re- 
gardless of the nature of their ailments. In 1928, the 
Disabled Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act was 
passed, giving rise to unspeakable abuses. - Under it, 
$11,000,000 is paid annually to 6000 officers claiming 
to be 30 per cent disabled because of war service. 
Senator Reed of Pennsylvania showed that 1400 of 
these beneficiaries were medical corps officers and 
were practicing their professions, as well as receiv- 
ing pensions averaging $139 a month. Several of 
them were employed by the Veterans’ Bureau, receiv- 
ing big salaries from the same Government whick 
paidathem pensions. 

The last Congress, mindful of the hardships caused 
by the depression, made it possible for veterans to 


adjusted compensation certificates. These certificates 
were issued in the form of paid-up insurance policies, 
due in 1945. Some $1,300,000,000 has been lent to the 
veterans on their certificates, and now the Govern- 
ment is being asked to pay them in full. 

Will this be the straw to break the camel’s back? 
Granted that many veterans now find themselves 
jobless, they are only a small minority of the total 
number of unemployed. By what right do they look 
to the Government for further aid, in view of all that 
has been done for them and of the vast sums they 
have already taken, justifiably and unjustifiably, out 
of the treasury?. They plead patriotic service, to be 
sure, but the Patman bill, by proposing to debase 
the country’s currency, would pay off patriotic 
service by a grossly unpatriotic act. Be: 

The time has arrived to come to grips with the 
pensioneers. If the politicians continue to fawn upon 
therh and open the treasury to them, the people, in- 
cluding those veterans who deplore the activities of 
the money-grabbers, will have to act. A question 
of, national character, in addition to national! solvency, 
is involved. If the mere fact of war service can 
justify rapacity and loot, then, as this newspaper said 
once before, we have scrapped our great and noble 
traditions and have become a nation of mercenaries. 


BUILD IT NOW. 
In its investigation of the delays attendant upon 
construction of St. Louis’ new Federal building, the 
Chambér of Commerce discovers that Federal build- 
ings in other cities, authorized on the same day in 
1926 that witnessed the authorization of our building, 
have long since been completed. We have progressed 
only so far as clearing the site and advertising for 
bids for the foundation. Worse, only $2,570,000 has 
been appropriated, and that is sufficient only to build 
a five-story building instead of the 10-story structure 
originally planned. 
It is not pork that St. Louis is interested in, but 
merely the fulfillment by the Government of a pro- 
gram decided upon nearly six years ago. As has 
often been explained, the present Federal uilding 
is too small to house the local vernment offices, 
with the result that some $70,000 in rent is being 
spent annually. Surely, it is a matter of husiness 
prudence to cut off this expense as soom as possible, 
to say nothing of providing work for unemployed 
men in this time of distress. 
With full consideration for the Government's finan- 
cial embarrassment, we believe that the expenditure 
of the $2,570,000 appropriation, plus $1,000,000 to 
provide five additional stories, should be promptly 
made.

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TWO ELECTIONS IN MARYLAND.

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THE NEU MURDER. 


The St. Louis County grand jury, in its final re- 
port to Circuit Judge McElhinney last Saturday, did 
not return indictments in the murder of Deputy Con- 
stable Edward P..Neu, who was killed while on pa- 
ttol duty on the Gravois road on the night of April 
3, 1923. : 

The exhaustive investigation conducted by the jury 
did not, in its opinion, disclose sufficient evidence to 
warrant affirmative action. Accordingly, it voted a 
*no-true bill.” 

Prosecuting Attorney Castlen says that the jury’s 
action does not necessarily end the case, which may 
be taken up if further evidence is obtained. “The 
statute of limitations,” as he observed, “does not ap- 
ply in a murder case.” 

Evidence pointing clearly to Egan gangsters as the 
murderers of Constable Neu was developed in the 
Federal Court trials at which eight of the gangsters 
were convicted of mail robbery. A detailed account 
and analysis of that evidence and testimony was 
printed in the Post-Dispatch on July 30, 1931. It 
showed that Constable Neu was shot by occupants of 
two cars whom he halted for speeding; that one of 
the cars was the Cadillac which had been used the 
day before in the robbery of a mail truck at Fourth 
and Locust; that three of the occupants of the speed- 
ing cars were Egan gangsters—Roy Tipton, Dizzy 
Daniels and Ray Renard. The evidence did not iden- 
tify the actual slayers’ of the officer, but it clearly 
Placed the three mentioned among the slayers. 

It was a shocking murder, done apparently to avoid 
capture for the mail robbery. The officer was shot 
twice from one car, and was lying prostrate when, 
according to eye-witnesses, the driver of the other 
car leaped out, put a gun in the face of the helpless 
man and fired the fatal shot. 

It is gravely to be regretted that the grand jury 
was unable to discover that the available evidence 
warranted bringing to trlal the men to whom it con- 
clusivély pointed as being involved in the murder. 
The case has been carried all these years on the rec- 
ords of the Sheriff's office as an “unsolved crime.” 
It has been a-stigma on the cotfnty all those 
years and will, it is feared, continue as a reproach 
to the county. 

It is unlikely that further efforts will be made or 
that more incriminating evidehce will be found than 
that embodied in the circumstances of the murder 
as related. by eyewitnesses and the testimony in the 
Federal Court.

OMPARISONS of school costs in the 
C United States as a whole with expendi- 

tures for other things, usually things 
of quite trivial relative value, have often 
been made. For.example, the research di- 
vision of the National Education Associa- 
tion last year released figures gathered 
from various official or semi-official sources 
to show that the national bill for public 
schools of all sorts, including state univer- 
sities, in 1930 was less than that for life 
insurance, not quite half the combined cost 
of certain common luxuries, like cosmetics, 
chewing gum, and soft drinks, much less 
than half what is spent for building con- 


struction, and scarcely one-fourth the 
cost of passenger automobiles. These 
comparisons have usually been quite 


futile because of the fact that they do 
not suggest anything that can be done 
about it. If Amef*icans will spend as much 
on cosmetics and tobacco as they do for 
public education, that is an interesting fact, 
but it leads nowhere in particular.

A set of comparisons that seems to the 
writer to be much more to the point was 
suggested some months ago by J. McKeen 
Cattell-in his criticism of the work of the 
National Advisory Committee on Education. 
He suggested that there be an amendment 
te the Constitution providing that every time 
Congress appropriates a dollar to military 
expenses, another dollar be autamatically 
appropriated to education. The writer be- 
came interested in how such an arrange- 
ment would affect his own school.

What can be said with certainty is that, 
im a county whose total population is only 
37,100, the sum of $137,700 is being spent 
mostly for services of doubtful value.

He was on his way to*Columbia to 
appear on the Journalism week 
program of the University of Mis- 
souri. 

Dr. Boemer spake today at 
Washington University, informally 
inaugurating the new journalism 
curriculum to be offered by Wash- 
ington University next year. This 
course, as announced by Dr. Throop 
at the luncheon, will teach the 
theory of journalism, and the un- 
derlying knowledge essential to the 
work, rather than the practice of 
newspaper work. 

“German newspapers,” Dr. Boe- 
mer said, “attach themselves to a 
party, a political or religious group, 


and are often directly dependent on 
these groups for their support, in 
‘Contrast to the American newspa- 
per, which strives for mass circu- 
lation and aspires to the ideal of 
economic and intellectual independ- 
ence, and which centers its atten- 
tion on news reports of interest to 
wide areas of the population. The 
German newspapers conceive jour- 
nalism more as a field for the ex- 
pression of opinion. 

“We have in Germany approxi- 
mately 4000 newspapers, which 
may be classified as representing 
something like 120 different colors 
of class or group ideas. At the 
present moment an embittered con- 
flict of opinions and ideas rages in 
the daily press, until one standing 
at a distance and. observing the 
struggle of a people driven to de- 
spair, is unable to form a clear 
picture of conditions in Germany 
because of the coritradictory voices 
of the press.” 

The speaker told of the nearly 
1000 correspondence bureaus which 
supply syndicated material to the 
German papers, selling ready-made 
mattrices and stereotyped plates. 
About 50 per cent of the German 
press, he said, “finds itself in in- 
tellectual and financial bondage to 
politically oriented opinion  fac- 
tories in Berlin.” 

e said that of Germany’s 4000 
newspapers, only 18 were known 
to have a circulation greater than 
100,000, only one, the Berliner Mor- 
senpost, reaching 600,000. There 
were 37 newspapers in Prussia, he 
said, which number their circula- 
tion in hundreds—from 200 to 500. 
He contrasted this condition with 
the mass circulation of many Amer- 
ican city newspapers. 

Dr. Boemer told of the develop- 


ment of associations of publications 
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of like opinions, known as Kopf- 
blatthonzerns, which lessen the 
cost of production and distribution, 
for each paper. No less than 100 
newspapers of the Center party 
and the Bavarian People’s party 
were united.in such associations. 
Dr. Boemer said. 


In the present political crisis, he 
said, the President had taken the 
action authorized by the German 
Constitution, suspending the guar- 
antees of freedom of the press. 
“At present,” he said, “we stand 
in the midst of prohibitions of 
newspapers’ liberties, and compul- 
sory regulations, which are prima- 
rily directed against the press of 
the radical parties. 


“In our universal journalistic 
thinking, * every law and compul- 
sory regulation against the press 
must be challenged. The democrat- 
ic principle which fixes the legal 
status of tif® American press, and 
which the German observer ad- 
mires, also indicates the best solu- 
tion for us. I have no doubt that 
in hetter times, Germany will find 
its way back to this principle.” 

Dr. Boemer, who is 32 years old, 
is editor of the World Press Hand- 
book, a standard German reference 
volume.

James A. Ryan Loses Fight on 
Sentence and Fine for Sub- 
ornation of Perjury.

Ryan was sentenced to six months 
in jail and fined $500 last June 1 
by Federal Judge Wham in East 
St. Louis. 
Ryan and his partner, Joseph E./ 
Hopewell, were accused of having 
advised Mrs. John H. Pearson, 
wife of a bankrupt storekeeper of 


Sullivan, Ill., to take $811 from a 
sale conducted just before bank-

A jury found both Ryan and 
Hopewell guilty, but Hopewell ob- 
tained a new trial. 


Pearson and his wife testified 


for the Government at the trial] of 
the lawyers and later pleaded 
guilty of conspiracy to conceal as- 
sets of the bankrupt business. They 
were sentenced to a year and a day 
in prison and immediately paroled. 
‘Mrs. Pearson testified that Ryan 
suggested that she retain the money 
from the sale and accompanied her 
to a St. Louis bank, where she de- 
posited the money, using her name 
and Ryan’s address.
